Must Face Claims Court. 


——

Washington. {April 18—About 
the close ‘of *the last session of 
congress, the erroneous impression 
was formed on account of some 
additional Jegislation that original 
‘olaimants and their heirs would 
be able to obtain from the treasury 
directly sums of money for cotton 
cuptured in the south’ just after 
the civil war without having to go 
through any more ‘red tape’’ pro- 
ceedings before the court of claims 
at Washington. 

History of Claims. 


Senate Executive Docnment No. 
28, second (session of the forty- 
third congress, gives a complete 
list and history of these cotton 
claims. The recapitulation of 
statements of captured cotton col- 
lected subsequent to June 1, 1865. 
sold, and the proceeds paid into 
the United states Teasury, shows 
the number of bales sold to have 
heen 88,688. Tho bulk of the cot- 
ton seized was in the states of 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Arkaneas and Texas. ‘here were 
seizuresalso in Tennessee, North 
and South Carolina, Florida sod 
Georgia, but they were very small 
in comparison with other states 
named. The gross proceeds from 
the [88,688 bales amounted to 
$7,650,685.98: total expenses $2,- 
160,484 86: proceeds ° released, 
$608,570.70 ;leaving proceeds from 


‘ the sales and which were turned 


into thr treasury, $4,886,671. 
Iu the document refered to above 
there in an individual list, show- 
ing the claimants for the cotton 
seized in August, 1865, tho amount, 
of the loss sustained particulars 
of the seizure and the officer or 
person who seized the cotton. 
Preponderance With Claimant. 


As such a long period of tima 
has elasped, 1t will be necessary 
for the claimants to prove that 
the proceeds of the sale of the 
cotton were paid into the treasury 
and there is 2 question as to wheth- 
er any person can maintain this 
action without proving loyalty to 


‘the United States government. 


Lawyers in Washington and else- 
where differ in regard the loyalty 
test. If it turvs out that loyalty 
must be established the chances 
are that very little of this money 
can be recovered from the treasury 
of the United States by the people 
interested in the claims. 

Avy person who thinks he has a 
good claim had just as well employ 
an attorney at the start aud not 
write congressmen, as the latter 
can be of no service, for they are 
forbidden by Jaw to represent any 
claimant against the government,

that they usually set up when the 
cotton was seized, and by what 
particular officer of the govern- 
ment.

their progress.

Call Good Roads Elec=- 
tion. 


By previous appointment, the 
county commissioners of Coffee | 
met at Hnterprise on yesterday 
afternoon for the purpose of pas- 
sing on the matter of calling an 
election on the question of build- 
ing good roads in the county. 
There was a good attendance at 
the meeting, including the good 
roads committee, heretofore ap-| 
pointed, and much interest was 
manifested. 

This committee presented to 
the commissiouers petitions which 
asked the commissioners to call 
an election for the purpose of 
voting upon the question of float- 
ing $100,000 worth of bonds to 
to build good roads in the county 
upon the following conditions: 
(1) That the $100,009 be divided 
between the Huterprise district 
and the Elba district in propor- 
tion to the taxes paid in each dis- 
trict or division; and (2) That 
& supervisory committee of three 
citizens be appointed from each 
side of the county, recommended 
by the substantial property hold- 
ers, and appointed by ths commis- 
siopers, with the probate juage as 
ex-officio chairman of each com- 
mittee, on each side ot thecounty, 
to supervise orsnperintend the 
work of building good roads in 
the courty, and tosee that the 
money was properly apportioned 
or divided between the two sides 
of the county. 

Tho county commissioners and 
the probate judge are heartily in

'To the Farmers of Coffee County: 

The farm demonstration work 
has been inaugurated in your 
county under the supervision of 
Mr. J.S. Windham with head- 
quarters-at Elba. He has been 
recently commissioned by the 
State Board of Agriculture and 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
to act as local or county agent for 
Coffee county, for the vyestern 
part of the county, 

The aim of the farmers’ cooper- 
ative demonstration, work is to 
place practical object lessons be« 
fore the farmers of the county by 
locating 20 to 80 demonstration 
farms in different parts of the 
county. -Thess demonstration 
farms, which are to serve as ex 
amples of progressive farming, 
are distributed indifferent parts 
of the county 80 as to include the 
different types of soil and farm 
(conditions, They will also he 
located near the public roads and 
other conspicious places where 
they may be seen. ‘The prime ob- 
ject is to spread thy influence of 
the work os muchas possible in 
order that all farmers may ba 
benefitted. 

At present we are only dealing 
with the fundamental principlea 
of good farming as applied fo the 
cultivation of corn and cotton, 
The ultimate object however, ia 
to build up the land by rotation 
with suitable leguminous crops 
and live stock. We first try to 
increase the yieldofa few acres 
by meane o! a deep fine seed bed, 
good seed, judicious fertilization 
and shallow intensive cultivation, 
When the demonstrator, or the 
farmer who agreesto cultivate a 
demonstratien patch, sees that 
his yield is largely increased on a 
few acres, he is ready to adopt the 
improved system on his entire 
farm. the following year. He ia 
then prepared to study the busi- 
nese of farming in detail, but uo- 
til the fundamentals are first 
learned and practiced, the farms 
ers will pever adopt a rationar 
system of agriculture. 

A cooperator is a farmer who 
promises to work a demunstration 
plot as near as practicable accords 
ing to government methods and 
to make a short general report io 
the fall.

An Ordinance 


To prohibit the sale of spiritous, vinous 
~ or malt liquors ; to prohitit the keep- 
ing or storing of spiritous, vinous or 
malt liquors for sale ; and to provide 
penalties for the violation of this 
ordinance, 
Be it ordained by the Town Council of 
Elba, Alabama ; 

Section 1, That it shall be unlawful 
for apy person, firm or corporation to 
sell, give away or otherwise dispose of, 
or to aid in the sale, glving away or other 
disposition of whiskeys, beers, wine, bit- 
ters or any of those liquors commonly 
designated as spiritous, vinous or malt 
liquors, within the town cf Elba or its 
police jurisdiction, Provided that this 
section shall not be construed to make it 
unlawful to dispose of said liquors in the 
manner permitted by the state laws of 
Alabama. 

Section 2, Be it further ordained by 
the town council of Elba, Alabama, that 
it shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to store or keep for sale or 
unlawful distribution any of the liquors 
mehtioned in section 1 of this ordinance, 
It shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to permit the same to be 
kept in any store, warehouse, , office or 
building not used exclusively as a resi- 
dence under the control or in the posses- 
sion of said person, firm or corporation. 

Section 3 Be it further ordained that 
any person, convicted of the violation of 
this act shalt be fined not less than $50.00 
nor more than $100.00 and may be sen- 
tenced to hard labor or imprisonment in 
the town prison or the county jail in de- 
fault of the payment of such fine.
